a. Discussion with Shannon Sweeney of David Drown Associates regarding Comprehensive Plan 
update:   
 i. Economic development:  Sweeney summarized economic development trends. Council and 

Sweeney reviewed and discussed Caledonia’s past, current, and future economic development 
goals, policies, and initiatives.
